I know that 
the trustees of this fund have met with diffi- 
culties in connection with it, but difficulties 


were made to be surmounted. Our men in } 


France and all over the world when ‘they 
fought surmounted what seemed insuperable 
difficulties, and I hope that the trustees of 
this fund will be able to get over a few 
lawyers, and that they will hand over to Lord 
Haig’s fund the sum of £30,000 to aid the 
ex-soldiers of Ireland. (Applause.) When 
they have done that they will still have a sum 
of £20,000 on hands. 

I am going to suggest even how they should 
distribute that money. I think that the idea 
came to me from reading an account of the 
opening at Ypres of the renin Gate by Lord 
Plumer. It came to me that we should have 
a Menin Gate in Dublin to the Phoenix 
Park. (Applause.) There ote might have a 
splendid gateway instead of the present gate- 
way, a splendid memorial to our dead, with 
the names of the fifty thousand gallant Irish- 
men who died in the war. (Applause.) 

SIR BRYAN MAHON. 

Sir Bryan Mahon, in declaring the Hall 
open, said that it was a great pleasure to 
him, especially as it gave him an opportunity 
of meeting so many old comrades of the 
Tenth Division and the Salonika Army. The 
pleasure was enhanced by the fact that so 
many of their own territqrial regiment, the 
gallant -and world - renowned 0 oll - 
Rangers, were present.

To put that right he was 
urging the Government to give them permis- 
sion to have one or two experimental salmon 
netting stations; but, if large portions of the 
lake were leased to individuals, they would 
then be in the position of administering the 
fishing of Fermanagh for outsiders—salmon 
for the Free State and trout for the lease- 
holders. Their chief duty, apart from the 
preservation of fish life, was to inquire into 
the legality of all existing rights and to pre- 
vent further encroachment, Under this latter 
category he considered the leasing of areas of 
the fake the most pernicious.

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH.

TRINITY COLLEGE 
DEMONSTRATIONS. 


The ordinary man will make a mistake if 
he thinks that there is nothing to interest 
him in the Civic Week demonstrations in the 
laboratories of Trinity College. It was on 
the School. of Geology over thirty years ago that 
colour photography was perfected and the 
photometer was invented. How each of those 
important additions to the world’s knowled 
came to be made is explained from 11 o’cl 

to 1 o'clock and from 2 o'clock to 4 o'clock by 
Professor. John Joly, the discoverer of both. 
When little more than a boy, Professor 
Joly noticed that when a candle is cracked 
the portion between the break and the lighted 
wick is much more strongly illuminated than 
that below. © Luter on he found out for him- 
self the reason of this, and from that he 
worked along in the room where he meets 
visitors every. day this week, until he per- 
fected the á tometer, an’ instrument for 
measuring the intensity of light now in nse 
the world over. 

The discovery of the possibility of the 
photographic reproduction of the colours of 
nature was a very great triumph for Irish 
learning. Now, thirty years afterwards, 
science has advanced very little in this 
direction since John Joly worked out his 
theories in Trinity College School of Geology. 
The visitor will, be shown by Professor Joly 
the plates of the original pictures, including 
that of a group of red-coated Army bandsmen 
in the College Park, 
as accurate as those of the original subjects, 
and there has not been the least fading. A 
colour photograph of a bunch of wallflowers 
and another of a water-colour portrait of a 
girl are real works of art. e thousands 
who visit the Salon of Photography in Moles- 
worth street should on no account miss aéeing 
what Dublin accomph thirty ‘years».

The man of the accomplishment is only too 
delighted to explain ‘it. 

In this School, of Geology was perfected the 
steam calorimeter, now in Sage use for the 
determination of the specific heat of gasses, 
a problem which up to Professor Joly’s time 
was regarded as insoluble. Another T.C.D. 
discovery was the method whereby the radio 
activity of rocks, both in the case of radium 
and of thorium, is determined, During Civic 
Week Professor Joly demonstrates how that im- 
portant discovery was brought about. 

In a number of photographs are shown the 
curious markings on rocks, known as haloes. 
It is known that certain of those owe their 
origin to the two radio-active substances. 
radium and thorium, but there re others 
which are referable to elements of unknown 
character, but which must be radio-active. 
The element responsible for one of those types 
of halo has, in compliment to the work of 
Trinity College, been named Hibernium, but 
it has not yet been isolated. Its recognition 
may well be another triumph for Dublin as a 
centre of scientific research.

THE DUBLIN DISTRICT. 

The district around Dublin was celebrated 
in legend as no other part of Ireland was. 
There were no towns or cities in Ireland 
then, and thé cities that Ptolomey men- 
tioned were merely places of ea ó for 
people who came from distant places, The 
most celebrated of these was the Hill of 
Howth, then called. Ben Edar. 
Harbour ‘was celebrated in Irish le 
one of the landing places on the Irish coast. 
Tallaght also was brated for its monastery 
and as a place of burial. Holmpatrick was so 
named because it was the place where At. 
Patrick landed in the year 432. In 1952 
would be celebrated by the Irish people in 
Ireland and the world over, in & manner 
worthy of Ireland and of St. Patrick, the 
fifteenth centenary of that great event. 

Tne first settlement of Norsemen in Dublin 
was in the year 641; they were not Danes, 
as was commonly understood, but Norwegians. 
The Danes ¢ their appearance in Ireland 
in hostility to the Norsemen, and many 
vigorous battles took place between them. 
In 1014 the tables were turned by Brian Boru, 
the site of the battle being om the district 
which extended from the shore at the North 
Strand to beyond the present Brides 
street: and n the face of the 
slope, in the mid of whicn stands the 
Broadstone Railway Station. It was not true 
to say that the battle of Clontarf was a com- 
plete conquest of the Norsemen of Dublin 
and of Ireland. They continued to hold their 
own until Strongbow's time in 1169. 

RELIGIOUS FOUNDATIONS, 

Professor MacNeill next gave a running 
account of the religious foundations which 
existed in the district from the fifth to the 
eighth century, with particular reference to 
the monasteries at Lusk; Glasnevin, Kilmain- 
ham, Dublin (St. Mary's Abbey), Clondalkin, 
Tallaght, Lambay Island, Holmpatrick, Dalkey 
Island and St. Dulough’s stone-roofed church, 
which was still intact. The district surround- 
ing Dublin was extraordinarily rich in remains 
of religious foundations, perhaps more so than 
any other city in the world, outside Greece 
sand Italy.

LIFE IN HAWAII. } 


A lecture, entitled ‘‘ Story-Tellers in Many 
Lands,' was delivered by Mr. Padraic Colum 
in the Carnegie uain. Balbriggan, under 
the auspices of the Du lin County Council’s 
library scheme. 

Mr. Colum dealt with the folk tales of a 
number of countries all over the world, and 
recited the old Irish folk tale of the swine- 
herd’s son, who rejoiced in the name of '' Feet 
in the Ashes.’’ 

Mr. Colum has been commissioned by the 
aniversities of America to visit Hawaii and 
other Pacific islands to collect the folk lore of 
these islands and to write English versions 
for use in the schools of those islands He 
mentioned that the language of Hawaii had 
never been written down until the American 
missionaries went there about fifty years ago. 
Consequently the Hawaiians possessed no 
literature. The people were very primitive, 
and, as there was no animal bigger than a 
dog on the island, they never saw a horse or 
cow until the landing of the Americans. The 
only material available for the making of 
hard or implements on the island was 
the bones of fishes and small animals, and so 
scarce and. valuable did bone become that the 
dead had to be buried secretly. One family 
had the duty of burying the king, and one 
folk tale told how a young man married a 
daughter of this family. He was called upon 
to assist in the burial of the king, and, in
